day all is gone. 
N ot a green leaf is 
left, every living tiling once tilled 
with vegetable life is drooping and 
flat, a dead black mass upon the 


ground. 
Every lindy I" sad and dis 
con raged, and all th it was once th e 
most beautiful picture of life is now a 
hideous representation of death.

state in the Fnion aver root iv ad such 
a blow; the terrible fires cf the n o rth ­

ments will be cut off; new trees can 
J not ite planted until they grow from 
seed,as all nursery stock Is killed, and 
I it Is th ought by slime th a t even the 
'seed in the present crop is gone. In 
; this latter event It will he a year be­ 
fore aced can tie planted In order to 
1 raise nursery stock. 
I do not believe 
there is an unfrozen orange on a 
tree in the state, leaving packers, 
I railroaders, Ik»x m akers and pickers 
nothing to do for a veer.
